W. Alford, extension animal patholo- 
Bist at the Univer Sity of Nebraska, 
in recoinmending that all livestock | 
shippers thoroughly clean wash and 
disinfect trucks at frequent intervals, | 

But not all types of commonly- | 
used disinfectants are equally effec. | 
tive against all disease organisms, 
_ As a precaution against hog cholera, ! 
vesicular and foot-and-mouth diss | 
ease, Dr. Alford recommends three 
eg of disinfecting solutions, name- 
y: 


1. Sal soda in a 10 per cent piel 
ounces to 
a gallon of water. | 
2. Soda ash ‘sodium carbonate) in 
a 4 per cent solution, using a pound 
of matevial to three gallons of water 

3. Lye in a 2 per cent solution, 
mixing a 13's ounce can with five 
gallons of water, 

For anthrax and black leg, two 
diseases considered difficult to con- 
trol, a 5 per cent lye ae is rec- 
ommended using five 13's ounce 
‘cans to ten gallons of w; ater, and al- 
lowing the disinfectant to remain on 


the vehicle for eight hours before 
washing, 
Lye solutions should always be 


handled with care, he warns, using 
protective goggles, rubber gloves and 
coveralls. Vinegar should be used 
to neutralize caustic lye solution ac- 
cidently spilled on the body,
